GENERAL WORK. 


The appended tables will give a view of the routine work, and 
furnish information concerning the official force in the discharge 
of publie duties. 

There have been issued from the executive department during 
the two years, ending November 80, A.D., 1878, and attested and 
registered in this office, nine proclamations, four hundred and 
thirty-four commissions for notaries public, thirty-five commis- 
sions for commissioners of deeds, and fifty-nine commissions of 
a miscellaneous character. `- 

There have also been attested sixty-eight warrants, sixty-eight 
requisitions for fugitives from justice, ten commutations of sen- 
tences, ten pardons, sixty-nine pardons under the “Good Time 
Act,” one bundred and sixty-seven patents for school lands and 
nineteen hundred and twenty-nine leases for school lands. 

In addition, this departmént has furnished a large number of 
certified copies of laws and artieles of incorporation. on. The call 
for certified copies of papers on file in this office, together with 
the correspondence, approval of all vouchers, certifying to bonds, 
has largely increased during the past two years, and has added 
no inconsiderable amount of labor to the general work of the 
department; aside from this routine work, 1 have been called 
upon, from time to time, to perform the special duties assigned 
me as secretary of state, under the law governing the publie 
boards, namely: The board of publie lands and buildings, the 
board of educational Jands and funds, the board of audit on 
printing accounts, the board of purchase of supplies. 

The result of the labors of these several boards during the 
past two years will reach your Excellency through the proper 
channels in due season.

GENERAL STATUTES. 


At present I have under my charge a large number of copies 
of the General Statutes of 1873, which number remain after dis. 
tributing them to the several counties of this state, and to per- 
sons, who by law are entitled to receive copies of the same. 
Contemplating a new codification of our laws during the present 
session of our legislature, it would seem proper that further au- 
thority should at once be granted to the secretary of state, pro- 
viding for a complete distribution of the copies now in his 
charge. | 

From the frequent demands made upon this department for 
extra copies of the statutes, it appears, in many instances, that 
the original quota of these books, as received from this office, 
have become worn out by long usage, and other cases appear 
wherein copies have been destroyed by fire, or otherwise mu- 
tilated. The terms of the statute being so explicit as to who 
shall be entitled to receive a copy, and as there has been no pro- 
vision made for replacing volumes lost or destroyed as above, the 
urgent need of legislation upon this subject forcibly presents 


itself, 
LAWS AND JOURNALS. 


In my report made two years ago, attention was called to the 
law governing the distribution of the session Laws and Journals, 
and 1 now desire to repeat my recommendation made at that 
time; as you are aware, the number of copies heretofore ordered 
printed of these books will not warrant a distribution in con- 
formity with the number allowed to eaeh county, as the general 
statute provides. i 

It now requires 5,000 copies of the session laws, and 1,000 
copies each of the Senate and House journals to meetthe present 
demand ofthe several counties, members of the legislature, state 
and judicial officers, and for exchange with state and public 
libraries. 

Án amendment to the present law harmonizing the sections in 
relation to the number of copies required to be published, with 
those sections governing their distribution, would in my judg- 
ment be a wise one, and would at the same time relieve this de-

partment from a large amount of correspondence relating to 
this serious discrepancy, as it now exists on our statute book. 

After the adjournment of the legislature in 1877, immediate 
steps were taken by me to compile and arrange the laws and 
resolutions passed at the fourteenth session; and without delay, 
I placed the manuscript for the same in the er of the Public 
Printer, having the contract on that class of the public printing ; 
and whatever delays in their publication that were caused at that 
time, are wholly attributed to the defects in our present printing 
law, which places no restrictions as to where the work shall be 
done. In this instance the manuscript was taken to St. Joseph, 
Missouri, and there published; after their publication they were 
then forwarded from St. Joseph to Omaha, and there taken 
charge of by the contractor having the contract for binding; 
this cireumlocution of affairs necessarily produced serious delays, 
giving those awaiting the publication of our laws and journals 
good and sufficient grounds upon which to ask for active and 
more reasonable legislation on this subject. 

Experience has demonstrated as a fact, that so long as non-res- 
ident parties can secure the printing and publication of our laws, 
journals and reports, delays of this nature will follow, and I 
therefore urge upon you the immediate enactment of a law, that 
will in the “future prevent the letting of any contract on our 
public printing, when the work is to be done, outside of the 
limits of our State. 


DIsTRIBUTION OF LAWS AND PUBLIC DOCUMENTS. 


During the past two years, therg have been distributed by this 
office three thousand copies of the session laws of 1877, tive 
hundred copies each of the senate and house journals of 1877, 
three hundred and twenty-six copies of the general statutes, one 
hundred fifty copies of road laws, two hundred i immigration re- 
ports, and fifteen hundred copies miscellaneous reporta: senate 
and house. ‘ 

There was some delay in procuring the laws and journals for 
1877 from the public printer for distribution; the cause of this 
delay is fully explained elsewhere in this report under the head 
of “laws and journals.”

CENSUS. 


The unparalleled growth of this State since the first enumeration 
of its inhabitants was had, has been the admiration of its citizens, 
as well as the wonder of all who reside in-other portions of the 
world, and the many encomiums passed upon our rapid advance- 
ment by those who have watched our progress, are clearly indi- 
cative of the fact, that the taking of our census annually for the 
past few years,. has not been without effect; however, as to the 
practicability of continuing the enumeration for the next two 
years, is a question upon which there seems to be a great diver- 
sity of opinions. 

It is contended by quite a respectable number of our citizens, 
that inasmuch as the general government will make an enumera- 
tion in the year A.D. 1880, and that a provision in our constitu- 
tion requires the taking of a census in 1885, and every ten years 
thereafter, that it would be a useless expenditure of money, to 
continue the taking by counties of an annual enumeration of 
the inhabitants of this State up to the year 1880. 


. While on the other hand, those of our citizens who recognize 
the vast importance of statistical information generally being 
given to the world at large, attribute in a great measure the'large 
influx of people into our borders during the last decade to no 
other source than to the fact, that we have through the several 
departments of State presented to the public reliable data, show- 
ing our material growth, and increase of population from year to 
year, which go to make up the component parts of a great com- 
monwealth. 


Recognizing the magie effect made upon those who have their 
eyes turned westward, and from the experience of four years of 
official life, bringing me continually in contact through the me- 
dium of official correspondence with those seeking homes in our 
midst, and the reliance placed upon this information as furnished 
from the department, I cannot but reasonably come to the con- 
clusion, that it would be wise legislation to allow the present law 
to remain in force, with the exception of a few slight modifica- 
tions. which would provide for a rigid enforcement of the tenets,

and a more liberal publication of the returns as compiled by this 
department. 

To discontinue the taking of the census previous to the year 
1880, would in my estimation, prove to be a decided drawback to 
immigration, which will, in the judgment of competent persons, 
flow into our State during the next two years in numbers here- 
fore unprecedented. 

I submit herewith a comparative statement showing the popu- 
lation of this State by counties, from the year 1855, to the year 
1878. l 

By reference to this table it will be observed that the ratio of 
increase from 1855 to 1860 is 542 per-cent.; that of 1860 to 1870 
is 327 per cent.; that of 1870 to 1878 is 155 per cent.; taking the 
ratio of increase in population from 1855, when the first census 
was taken, down to and including the year 1878, when the last 
enumeration was hád, it will be found to amount to 6881 per 
cent., shows a growth unheard of before in the annals of history.

PUBLIC PRINTING. 


This branch of the public business is placed under the control 
of the Board of Audit, which Board consists of the Secretary of 
State, Auditor of Public Accounts, and the State Treasurer, upon 
whom devolve all the powers and duties as enumerated under 
chapter 56 of the General Statutes of 1878, 

The Board on the ist day of November, a.p. 1876, had pre- 
pared a classification of all work required as directed by the sev- 
eral sections of the printing law, and advertised the same in four 
new spapers published in this State. Proposals from seven of the 
leading publishing houses of the State were received by the 
Board, and after a careful examination of the same awards were 
made under the head of the several classes as follows: 

Class one to B. D. Slaughter. 

Class two to Rice H. Eaton. 

Class three to Rice H. Eaton. 

Class four to Rice H. Eaton.

During the past two years the Board has met at such times as 
the necessity of business presented itself, and performed such 
duties as by law devolved upon them. 

The system of business adopted by the Board requires the 
officer or institution, having need for either printing or binding, 
to fill up and sign a requisition therefor, and file it with the copy 
or matter for binding with the Board, it is then considered and 
acted upon by the Board; when ordered and completed through 
the agenoy of this office and the contractor, the printed or bound 
matter wil be received at this office, by the officer asking the 
same, and properly receipted for by him upon the back of the 
requisition. By the adoption of this system of doing business it 
seems to me to be impossible for any errors to oecur in the au- 
diting or payment of accounts, chargeable.to the publie printing 
or stationery of the State.

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From an examination of the foregoing prices with those here- 
tofore paid, and from the caution now required to be used in or- 
dering and receiving work, I am fully satisfied that at least twen- 
iy per cent will be saved the people of this state during the next 
two years in this important and neeessarily large branch of the 
publie business. 

On December 16, 1878, being the date of the expiration of the 
time prescribed by law in which bidders upon any of the classes 
of publie printing were required under the law to come forward 
and file a suitable bond for the faithful performance of the work, 
as awarded, it was found that Mr. B. D. Slaughter, to whom was 
awarded classes two, three, four and five, had failed to so qualify, 
and consequently the board were, as the law directs, called upon 
to award these several classes to the next lowest bidders, namely, 
on classes two, three and four, to the State Journal Company, 
and on class five to Henry Gibson. 

The urgent need of an amendment to the printing law of our 
state, covering discrepancies of this kind, presents itself at once; 
and it is hoped that before another two years may roll around 
that a law may be found on our statute book that will provide 
against persons taking this advantage over responsible bidders. 
And to this end I would respectfully suggest that the amendment 
heretofore proposed be so framed that hereafter no bids will be 
received unless such person or persons so bidding shall be an ac- 
tual partner in or stockholder of some responsible publishing 
company in this state. 

In the preceding paragraph your attention was called to the 
default made by the successful bidder upon classes two, three, 
four and five of the publie printing. Å copy of the proceedings

- COUNTY OFFICERS. 


In this connection I respectfully repeat my recommendation 
made in my report of two years ago. Your attention was then 
called to the importance of urging upon our legislators the neces- 
sity of an amendment to the laws defining the duties of county 
clerks, wherein this department would be placed in possession of 
a list containing the names of all county and precinct officers, 
together with their official seals and signatures, duly certitied to, 
over the seal of the county clerk. The great need of a law of 
this kind daily presents itself in the workings of the office, and 
to have this information furnished me officially, would enable me 
to deal more intelligently with the several counties, and assist me 
further in furnishing the proper certificates, upon demand, of the 
official dealings of these officers, to the officials of other states, 
which I am called upon quite frequently to perform in the routine 
work of my office. 

I have seen fit, in the absence of any law requiring this infor- 
mation to be furnished the secretary’s office, to ‘call upon the * 
county clerks of the several counties of this state during the last 
year for a list of the most prominent county officers, and in each 
instance have these gentlemen responded to my request with that 
courtesy characterized only by their former official dealings with 
the department. I am, therefore, enabled to add to my report 
this important feature, and to place before you the valuable in- 
formation contained in the table printed herewith, containing 
the names, together with the office held, of every county officer 
in all of the organized counties in this state :

' NOTARIES PUBLIC. . 


In submitting my report to Your Excellency this year I have 
appended a list of all the qualified notaries public the state con- 
tains, showing by counties the names of all persons who at this. 
date are legally authorized to act as such officer. The omission 
of many names from the list of those who have received com- 
missions from the governor, but who have failed to qualify as 
the law prescribes, will, 1 trust, prove a reminder to the county 
elerks, in their respective counties, of their dereliction of duty 
in this respect. ` 

I would also beg leave to call your attention to a few sugges- 
tionsin reference to the act as found in our statute book under 
this head, and the modifications which experience, has shown to 
be greatly needed. 

In the first place I would state that during my official term I 
have frequently been called upon to certify to the official acts 
of notaties public, whom I have found upon the examination 
of my records that their appointment as such officer had ex- 
pired. Cases of this kind can only neet their proper remedy 
through a legalization of their unofficial acts by the legislature. 

In order to avoid these mistakes in the future I would recom- 
mend the enactment of a law requiring all qualified notaries 
public in this state to attach to their official signatures the date of 
their appointment; this would operate as a preventative of all 
mistakes of this kind in the future, and furnish a remedy at 
once available to all who would be clothed with the powers of 
this office. 

I would also recommend that legislation be had upon the mat- 
ter of requiring all notaries public in the future, before entering 
upon their duties, to cause to be ‘prepared an official seal on 
which shall be designated his name and the words “Notary 
Public, Nebraska.” 

It is also further suggested that all persons commissioned here- 
after be required to forward to this office bis signature in his own 
proper hand writing, together with the name of the city and 
county within which he shall reside, and for which he shall be 
appointed.

ENROLLMENT OF BILLS. 


I desire to call your attention to the careless manner in which 
bills passed are frequently enrolled. 

The correct enrollment of all bills, is of the utmost importance, 
and too great care cannot be bestowed upon this work by those 
having the matter in charge, considering the important consequen- 
ces involved. 

The labor of days, perhaps of weeks, on important laws, may all 
have been in vain, on account of careless enrolling, by which a law 
is frequently given an opposite meaning to the one originally in- 
tended. 

There is perhaps no other document reaching the custody of this 
office, upon which it is so important that the same should be en- 
tirely free from any erasure or interlineation than these said acts 
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asthey appear in manuscript form; and yet with this fact cognizant 
to our legislators, and more especially to those members who belong 
to the legal fraternity, I regret to say, that manuscript of this 
character frequently is filed with me, that the tantology of the act 
is entirely destroyed and its legibility beyond the power of an ex- 
pert to decipher. 

It is from these enrolled bills that the printed laws are copied, 
and are the laws passed down trom the legislature for our govern- 
ment; and it is therefore of the greatest importance, that they be 
free from error, and perfectly intelligible. 


AROHIVES. S 


The careful preservation of all manuscript entrusted to my care 
pursuant to the provisions of law, entails npon the department, 
among its many other duties, no little attention, and from the rapid 
accumulation of matter therein, leads me to hope thatat no distant 
day a more liberal provision will be made for a further enlarge- 
ment of the vault room now connected with this department. 

Continued efforts on my part in this direction have, from time 
to time, brought about a very neat and presentable appearance, in 
the arrangement of all publie manuseript, written, or otherwise, 
entrusted to my care; and I am therefore pleased to be able to say, 
that, when the proper time arrives for me to turn over to my 
worthy suecessor in office these valued trusts as an entirety, their 
eondition, a8 to neatness and convenience, will be found in such 
shape, that not the least difficulty can be experienced by him, when 
occasion requires access to them. 


SENATE CHAMBER AND HALL OF THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES. 


I have caused the halls of the senate chamber and house of rep- 
resentatives to be thoroughly overhauled and eleaned, and new 
matting put down in each, in order that the same might be made 
presentable to the members of the incoming legislature. In per- 
forming this branch of my duties, I have striven to aim at econo- 
my,as well as comfort in every particular improvement that has 
been made; and trust that whatever responsibility I have assumed 
in the management of this matter will be suggestive of good taste 
and judgment and merit the approbation of all the members. 
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
